Pipe Lino Concern Made No Material 


Progress After Its Agreement With 


the Oil Trust— Some Ancient His­ 


tory Is Reviewed. 


New York, Sept. 24.—The ways and 
m eans by which the 
Tidewater Pipe 
Line company of Pennsylvania camo 
under virtual control of the Standard 
Oil company were unfolded Monday In 
the hearing of the governm ent’s suit 
against the oil combine. 
Tho affairs 
af the Tidewater company were dis­ 
closed by 
tho testimony 
of Robert 
Benson, president 
of the 
company, 
rind from a mass of records and con­ 
tracts. 
The Standard xvas shown to 
own at present 
31 per cent 
of the 
Tidewater stock and by an agreement 
entered into in 1883 between the two 
companies the oil business was divid­ 
ed in such proportion that the Tide­ 
w ater company did 11% per cent and 
the Standard 88% per cent. 
President 
Benson testified that since the agree­ 
m ent in 1883 the business of neither 
the Tidewater Pipe 
Line company, 
nor the present parent company, the 
Tidewater Oil company, had m aterial­ 
ly increased. 
An interesting incident of the day’s 
hearing was the unsealing of the min­ 
utes of a stockholders’ meeting held in 
Titusville, Pa., on Jan. 17, 1883, the 
action of which 
in electing officers 
was repudiated at a m eeting next day 
in Philadelphia of the m anagers of the 
Tidewater company, who directed that 
the existing officers remain in control 
and that a suit be brought in court to 
set aside the action of the Titusville 
rr f eting.

BY WIRELESS TO EUROPE. 


Marconi Expects to Send Commercial 
Messages. 
Glace Bay, N. S., Sept. 24.—Declar­ 
ing th at he intended to stay In Glace 
Bay 
until 
wireless 
communication 
with Europe has been 
placed on n 
commercial basis Guglielmo Marconi 
caid: 
“I have finally overcome obstacles 
and in about three 
weeks will com­ 
mence 
a 
commercial 
transatlantic 
wireless service.” 
He stated that bad w eather would 
not affoct 
the service, 
provided the 
m asts and poles used In the wireless 
system demained undamaged, that the 
average speed used in sending mes­ 
sages wsnild bo twenty words a min­ 
ute and that 
the rate 
would be lo 
cents a word for ordinary commercial 
m essages and 5 cents a word for press 
dispatches. 
Tills rate, he said, would 
he cut later. 
Mr. Marconi arrived in Cape Breton 
or. Sunday and proceeded to the wire­ 
less 
station 
on the promontory 
at 
Glace Bay. 
He expressed the utmost 
confidence in the outlook for commer­ 
cial wireless telegraphy. 
The messages sent from tho station 
at Glace Bay will he received on the 
other side of tho Atlantic at Clifden, 
Ireland, where a new plant has been 
established. The Cornwall station will 
be utilized as a secondary plant. 
Connecting with the 
wireless sta­ 
tions, Mr. Marconi stated, the govern­ 
m ent lines in Great Britain will han­ 
dle the messages for land transm is­ 
sion, according to contract.

PEACE III MOROCCO 


Delegates of Important Tribes 
Accept Terms of Franca, 


HOSTILITIES NOW AT AN END 


Commander 
of 
French 
Forces 
May 


Make Reconnaissances to See That 


the Pacification Is Complete— Tribes 


Agree to Disperse Armed Bands. 


Paris, Sept. 24.—Peace has been de­ 
clared In Morocco. 
The delegates of 
three important tribes have accepted 
the French peace overtures inaugu­ 
rated Monday and will 
see that the 
term s of the agreement 
are carried 
out. 
Hostilities are now at an end. 
The government Monday evening re­ 
ceived with great satisfaction a dis­ 
patch from Rear Admiral Philibert, 
the commander of the French naval 
forces 
in Moroccan 
waters, saying 
that as a result of the conference Mon­ 
day at General Drude’s headquarters 
between the French 
naval and mili­ 
tary commanders and nineteen caids, 
representing the Ouleseeyan, Zenata 
and Zyalda 
tribes, the 
three tribes 
have 
accepted 
unconditionally 
the 
peace term s offered by France. These 
are as follows:

The sultan, Abdel Aziz, had practical­ 
ly no control over a large section of 
his territory. 
The tribesm en refused 
to pay taxes, fanatical pretenders to 
tho throne led bands of raiders In the 
interior anil the bandit, Raisuli, was 
active in voicing 
the injustice with 
which his sovereign had treated him 
and the latter part of Juno he made 
Caid Harry M aclean, an Englishman 
who holds the post of commander of 
tho sultan’s bodyguard, his prisoner. 


Killed Seven Europeans. 


On the pretext that they were dis­ 
pleased

St. Paul, Sept. 24.—Some move by 
Attorney General E. T. Young In the 
railroad rate cases soon Is expected 
which will bring him In contempt of 
the federal court. 
His purpose Is to 
get himself arrested and fined for con­ 
tempt, so that the case may be taken 
to tho supreme court of the United 
States on habeas corpus proceedings 
to determine the 
Jurisdiction of the 
circuit court Imposing the fine. 
There are two methods by which he 
might be placed In contempt. 
One Is 
the 
commencement of criminal pro­ 
ceedings against some railroad official 
for failure to comply with the state 
rate law, and tho 
other Is to bring 
i suit, probably by mandamus, to com­ 
pel one of tho roads to put Into effect 
tho commodity rates enacted by the 
legislature 
last winter. 
This 
Is the 
law the enforcement of which was en­ 
joined by Judge Lochren In the order 
filed Monday In tho federal court. The 
order 
enjoins 
tho attorney 
general 
from Instituting any action to compel 
obedience to this law, as well as from 
attempting 
to enforce 
the penalties 
and remedies specified In the act. 


Probable Course of Procedure. 
As the Institution of criminal pro­ 
ceedings is generally done through tho 
county attorneys of tho counties in 
which the offenses are alleged to have 
been committed, it is probable that tho 
attorney general will adopt the other 
method and bring 
an action in the 
state courts to compel some road to 
put the commodity rates Into effect. 
The purpose of the attorney general 
in taking such a step would be to se­ 
cure a decision by the supreme court 
on the question of the jurisdiction of 
the federal court in the cases. 
The 
state maintains that by making the at­ 
torney general a party to this suit it 
becomes In effect a suit against the 
state in violation of the constitutional 
provision which makes the states ex­ 
empt from suits. 
Mr. 
Young declined 
to say 
what 
course of action he would pursue. 
The object of forcing matters so as 
to secure an Immediate decision of the 
supreme court on this question is to 
avoid any unnecessary expense to the 
state on account of the rate suits. The 
taking of testimony 
In these cases 
will ba a long and expensive proceed­ 
ing and 
a final decision 
by the su­ 
preme court upholding the contentions 
of the 
state on 
the points 
of law 
would throw the case out. of court, ir­ 
respective of the showing made on the 
merits of the questions of fact. 
If 
such a ruling can be obtained from tho 
supreme court before the testimony is 
taken the state will be saved this very 
considerable expense.

Federal Circuit Court Sustains District 
Court of Minnesota. 


I 
Denver, Sept. 24.—In an opinion an­ 
nounced by the United States circuit 
court of appeals sitting in Denver tho 
judgment of the district court of Min­ 
nesota 
against the 
Great Northern 
I railroad in the rebate cases was prac­ 
tically 
affirmed. 
The circuit 
court 
holds 
that 
the Hepburn 
act is an 
amendatory act and not a repealing 
act, that insofar 
as it repeats or re­ 
produces portions of the Elkins act it 
j continues them in force and makes 
no break in tho law and that insofar 
as it omits or changes provisions of 
tim Elkins act it repeals them. 
Tho act of granting rebates was ad­ 
mitted by the Great Northern at the 
trial and the only question presented 
by the defendant was whether or not 
the Elkins act of 1903 making it an of­ 
fense and fixing punishment for grant­ 
ing rebates was repealed by the Hep­ 
burn act of 1906 in such a way that 
thereafter there could be no prosecu­ 
tion of offenses committed prior to the 
appeal. 
The district court ruled against this 
contention of the 
railway company 
and hence the appeal 
to the circuit 
court of appeals. 
The circuit court of appeals holds 
I that tho special saving clause in the 
Hepburn act does not mention the par­ 
ticular subject of the general saving 
clause 
in Section 3 of the 
Revised 
Statute of the United States and as 
the special 
saving clause 
can have 
reasonable 
purpose 
and 
operation 
without infringing upon the provisions 
of the general 
saving clause it does 
i not repeal 
the latter. 
Thus 
the de­ 
cision results in tho affirmation of the 
‘judgment 
of the district 
court, al­ 
though in some respects the circuit 
j court of appeals declines to follow or 
accept the reasoning of the grounds of 
the decision of the district court.
